harm, or great bodily harm. Endangerment with a controlled substance14

in the first degree is a class B felony.15

It is an affirmative defense that the person acted pursuant to a16

lawful prescription and in the manner prescribed.17
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NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 9A.42 RCW1

to read as follows:2

A person is guilty of the crime of endangerment with a controlled3

substance in the second degree if the person knowingly or intentionally4

causes or permits a child or dependent adult to be exposed to, ingest,5

inhale, or have contact with a controlled substance, chemical6

substance, or drug paraphernalia. Endangerment with a controlled7

substance in the second degree is a class C felony.8

It is an affirmative defense that the person acted pursuant to a9

lawful prescription and in the manner prescribed.10

(((4))) (5) "Controlled substance" means a controlled substance as32

defined in RCW 69.50.101.33

(6) "Dependent person" means a person who, because of physical or34

mental disability, or because of extreme advanced age, is dependent35

upon another person to provide the basic necessities of life. A36

resident of a nursing home, as defined in RCW 18.51.010, a resident of37

an adult family home, as defined in RCW 70.128.010, and a frail elder38
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or vulnerable adult, as defined in RCW 74.34.020(((8))) (13) , is1

presumed to be a dependent person for purposes of this chapter.2

(((5))) (7) "Drug paraphernalia" means drug paraphernalia as3

defined in RCW 69.50.102.4

(8) "Employed" means hired by a dependent person, another person5

acting on behalf of a dependent person, or by an organization or6

governmental entity, to provide to a dependent person any of the basic7

necessities of life. A person may be "employed" regardless of whether8

the person is paid for the services or, if paid, regardless of who pays9

for the person’s services.10

(((6))) (9) "Parent" has its ordinary meaning and also includes a11

guardian and the authorized agent of a parent or guardian.12

(((7))) (10) "Abandons" means leaving a child or other dependent13

person without the means or ability to obtain one or more of the basic14

necessities of life.15

In8

the case of vulnerable adults, civil adjudication means a specific9

court finding of abuse or financial exploitation in a protection10

proceeding under chapter 74.34 RCW. It does not include administrative11

proceedings. The term "civil adjudication" is further limited to court12

findings that identify as the perpetrator of the abuse a named13

individual, over the age of eighteen years, who was a party to the14

dependency or dissolution proceeding or was a respondent in a15

protection proceeding in which the finding was made and who contested16

the allegation of abuse or exploitation.17

(8) "Disciplinary board final decision" means any final decision18

issued by a disciplining authority under chapter 18.130 RCW or the19

secretary of the department of health for the following businesses or20

professions:21

(a) Chiropractic;22

(b) Dentistry;23

(c) Dental hygiene;24

(d) Massage;25

(e) Midwifery;26

(f) Naturopathy;27

(g) Osteopathic medicine and surgery;28

(h) Physical therapy;29

(i) Physicians;30

(j) Practical nursing;31

(k) Registered nursing; and32

(l) Psychology.33

"Disciplinary board final decision," for real estate brokers and34

salespersons, means any final decision issued by the director of the35

department of licensing for real estate brokers and salespersons.36

(9) "Unsupervised" means not in the presence of:37

(a) Another employee or volunteer from the same business or38

organization as the applicant; or39
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(b) Any relative or guardian of any of the children or1

developmentally disabled persons or vulnerable adults to which the2

applicant has access during the course of his or her employment or3

involvement with the business or organization.4

(10) "Vulnerable adult" means "vulnerable adult" as defined in5

chapter 74.34 RCW, except that for the purposes of requesting and6

receiving background checks pursuant to RCW 43.43.832, it shall also7

include adults of any age who lack the functional, mental, or physical8

ability to care for themselves.9

(11) "Financial exploitation" means the illegal or improper use of10

a vulnerable adult or that adult’s resources for another person’s11

profit or advantage.12

(12) "Agency" means any person, firm, partnership, association,13

corporation, or facility which receives, provides services to, houses14

or otherwise cares for vulnerable adults.15

NEW SECTION. Sec. 7. This act is necessary for the immediate16

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the17

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect18

immediately.19
